They were then on
the northenst side of Great Balt lnke, or
Laguna Balady, that les botween the
Cocopnh mountaing on the enst and the
Painted mouuntailns on the west, The
lalee is nbout six miles wide nnd 30 o
80 in lengih, varying in glzo according
to the season, indicating that it is fod
by the gult of Calilornia It is very
shallow and saltier than the waters of
the ooean,

Tho three wmen procseded southward
betwoen the lake and Cocopnhs for o
distance of ten miles or 8o and there en-
countored two Mexicans and a white
man, The two former were named Mar-
garito Angulo and Felipe Moreno, and
the American's name wns not learned,
but from the description he s thonght
to be Fred Waoesum, who left this aity
for the Cocopah placers somo woeks ngo.
Guaroin continnes the story as follows:

““The men came from Los Ploachos by
way of Niji and had been without wa-
ter for several days, and one of them,
Margarito Angulo, was alroady crazy,
He was a8 deaf ns n post and wandered
around like a drunken man. He pald no
attention to my guide, and wo had to
lay bold of him to make him drink. In
n fow hours ho wos nll right. The oth-
crs were in their right minds, but in a
terrible condition, and ns 1 saw thelr
swollen tongues my own began to swell,
for I had passed ihroogh the same tor-
ture only two days before, and even now
my tongue swells while 1 think of it
We gave them water, and they soon re-
vived and continuod on their way. They
were burdened with o dry washer and
mauy tools and moved slowly, so we
loft them, my guide giving them dirco-
tions whore to find the next water,

“A fow miles farther wo came upon
the bones of o nan lying stark on the
sand abont 23 yards from the lake
Thore was no flesh left. The coyoles had
fonud the body. Une log was gone, but
the rest of the remning wore there, The
bhead lay toward the nerth, face upward.
